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Summary 

An Ottelia plant with many male flowers in a spathe, which has been col¬ 
lected from Setaka-cho, Fukuoka Pref., Kyushu, was identified as a male plant 
of Ottelia alismoides Pers. It grows together with 0. alismoides with bisexual 
flowers in an irrigation ditch. 
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
